'■-^clri^ati^n.pf-faitt -i^^^ thet^efficapy of 
prayer to tUe Queen, it seema undeni-

' ; intimated that the Ministerial^ petition 
niul tbo Bo-cfilled people's pejition aio 
bolh open to exception in this respect. 
"Without thing the reader with details, 
we shall pioceod at onoe to point out 
tlio principal groiindp. Taking the

reiuLs as follows-

misatatomonfc of facts. It asserts 
"That since 18()7 tbo subject of Con- 
federation of the Oolony of Britiali 
Columbia with the Domin^oQ of Cana- 
da was frequently discussed' " in tiic 
LiC'gislativo Council of the dolony, and 
in the years 1868 and 1869 resolutions 
condemnatory of it wore pasced." 

Let U3 again appeal to history. Dur- 
ing the soaaiop of 1867, the first ses- 
sion after the union of the two colon- 
ics, the folio wiug Resolution was 
passed "unanimously:" 

"That this Council is of opinion 
that at this juncture of affairs in Brit- 
ish North Amorica, East of the Rocky 
Mountains, it is very desirable that 
HisEsoelleuoy be reapectfully-request- 
ed to take such stops, without delay, 
as may be deemed by him best adapt- 
ed to insure the admiasion of Britinh 
Columbia into Confederation on fair 
»nd equitable torma, this Council be- 
ing confident that in advising tliis 
step they are expressing the views of 
tbo Colonists generally . " 

During the session of 1868 a Reso- 
lution was i)asBetl "conflrraing the 
Toto of last session in favor of the geu.- 
eral principle of tbo desirability ol 
the union of this Colony with the Do- 
minion of Canada," bui taking the 
position that the Council were still 
without sufficient information and ex- 
perience "to admit of their defining

/ stands. The preamble to which tbe 
petition takes such verj diceded ei- 
, " ception is a mere recitation of tho Re- 
solution unanimously passed by both 
branches of tho Dominion Parliamout 
in tho session of 1871. That Resolu- 
tion was not, it is true, any part of the 
Terms of Union , bat it was adopted as 
a modifier and iuterpreterinor.ier that 
Parliaiiicnt might sec> its waj clear to 
pass tbe Terms; aii') it will bo admitt- 
ed on all bundn tur.t without tho Reso- 
lution tbo Torii-n could not ha-e been 
carried. Thus it became, if not tochiu- 
cally a part of the Terras, a part of tho 
,:{inoral contract. It hath been said 
.••■'that the Resolution adverted to could 
not be considered binding upon Bri- 
tish Columbia, inasmuch as aha was 
not a consenting party to it; and this 
is the ground taken in the words of the 
petition we have taken tho liberty of 
patting in Italics. Yet it is a fact, 
nevertheless, that British Columbia 
did consent thereto, tlirough her solo 
delegate (the present Lioutenaut-Gov- 
5t,.v ernor), who was privileged with a seat 
— by the side of the 3Iiuiater who intro- 

duced the Resolution, and whoso ag- 
3r9<Binent .thwewith ■was openly announ- 
#»A ti. I' . .^^^ during the debate to which it gave 
rise, and who subsequently publicly 
endorse it with his own mouth. "Wo 
are wiliing to admit that it is question- 
able how far Britiali Columbia could 
be bound by tho assent of a Delegate 
possessing doubtful constitutional 
powers, or by a Resolution passed by I 
a Parliament in which she had as yet 
no constitutional representation. But 
all doubt on that point was set at rest 
by subsequent legislation; and it is 
here that we desire more particularly 
to claim the reader's attention. In 
the session of 1872, "when British 
Columbia had her full representation 
in both Houses," Parliament passed 
"Tho Pacific Railway Act," tho pream- 
ble of which, after reciting tho basis of 
Union in so far as tho railway was 
ooncemed, runs as follows: — 

"And whereas the House of Com- 
'mons of Canada resolved during the 
said now last sobsion that tba said 
railway should bo constructed and 
worked by private enterprise and not 
by the Dominion Government; and 
that .the public aid to he given to se- 
cure that undertaking should consist 
of such liberal grants of land and such 
subsidy' in money, or other aid, "not 
increnning tho jircsont rate of taxation, 
aa the Parliament of Canada should 
thereafter determine," &c.,&c. 

Thus what was at first only a Reso- 
lution, passed before the Pacific Pro- 
vinee had any re^jresontation in the 
true constitutional sense iu tho House, 
took tbo more binding form of aii Act 
of Parliament when British Colum- 
bia had all her representatives present 
and unanimoiisly- consenting thereto! 
Let the leader now take up Mr. Mac- 
kenzie's Kdihv^ny Act of last KOfiflion, 
and it will bo found tliatthe grievance 
so bitterly complained of is iioithcr 
more nor less than a verbatim recital 
of what was in tho Act of 1872. So 
that when tbo petitioners allege that 
those words are an infraction of tho 
Terms of Union and luivo never been 
sssented to by Britinh Columbia, 
" ' they uBBOrt what is in direct con- 
fiict •Nvilb historical facts ignor- 
ance of which on tho part of tho 
' petitioners was, to say the least, most 
' juo-.:cu sable. Turning to the so-called 
people's petition, it will bo found to bo 
BcareolyTess fortunate in this particu- 
lar, and tho remarks of Mr. McCrcight 
at the Philharmonic gnlhoring show 
''; conclusively that this is regarded as 
tho strong-hold of tho petitioners. 
Adverting to this provijo iu Mr, Mac- 
, ^ Icemd^'B'iBill, that gentleman is report- 
ed to' liavo said ''Ho had read with 
•'.^ ''^oal: fiurpriso and regret tlio Act for 
the construction of the railway. The 
preamble showed that provision for the 
construction was to be mado only so far 
as could bo effected without further 
rpisinp the rate of taxation, * * 



vould btt advartageouH f o tho 
interests of British Columbia. " This 
Resolution was in amendment to an 
address to the Queen, moved 1 ly 3Ir. 
DeCosmos, praying for the immediiito 
admission of tiie Colony. 

During the Rojsion of IHCO a Tioaolu- 
tion was curried neither condemning 
nor approving tho gpueral j^i^i'i'^ip'''. 
but simply declaring that the time had 
not arrived for such a consummation. 
It is quite clear that the object of tho 
first paragraph in tho petition rvn>ii. r 
conaidoratiou whs to convc-y tbo im- 
pression that Confederation was forced 
upon a reluctant Colony, — -whereas 
tbo truth is British Columbia sought it 
ardently and, perhaps, prematurely. 
These are by ro moans the only inac- 
curacies contained in tho two petitions* 
Some may say that it is not our Pro- 
vinca to point out the defects of the 
petitions. "Wore there tho slightest 
ground for supposing the authorities 
at Ottawa and Londbn bo stupid as to 
overlook them thoro might possibly be 
some weight in tho objection. On 
general j)nncipleB it v:ould bo unwise 
on tho part of British Columbia, os- 
trich-like, to thrust her head into the 
bush of the impossible Treaty, leaving 
her body exposed, a tempting mark 
for the shafts of lidiuulo. Much bet^ 
ter calmly look the facts square in the 
face, even if they should bo disagrec- 
alilo.
